Begun while Charles 
Hendrickson was teaching Physics at Mankato State College, 
the first contracts were for instruments at First Lutheran Church 
of Winthrop and First Lutheran Church of St. Peter, Minnesota. 
Since that early beginning, more than 100 pipe organ projects 
have been completed, several featured on the covers of The 
American Organist and The Diapason magazines. 


Hendrickson was the first midwestern builder of a tracker pipe 
organ in modern times (at Luther College — Decorah, Iowa), 
and now operates the largest organ shop in Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas and Wisconsin. The staff of 10 is involved with construc- 
tion of new tracker and electric action pipe organs, rebuilding, 
restoration and moving of existing instruments and tuning and 
service of instruments in the 7-state area. 


For many years, Charles’ sons Eric and Andreas have worked 
in the shop, helped with installations, provided service and tun- 
ing and the design of instruments; they will continue the work 
of the firm when their father retires. 
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Hendrickson, as an invited member, has served as President of 
the Associated Pipe Organ Builders of America (APOBA), is a 
member of the American Institute of Organbuilding (AIO) and 
the International Society of Organbuilders (ISO). His more 
than forty articles have appeared in The American Organist, 
The Diapason and The Journal of the ISO. Beginning in 1969, 
he researched old organs in Minnesota, published articles about 
them, made recordings and collaborated with Michael Barone 
on broadcasts featuring old Minnesota instruments. The firm 
supports, and is involved with local POEs and young organist 
encounter meetings.
